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Faustus, and Der Freischutz, filled the house on Saturdaymight, 
antl seemed to excite much interest. Some opposition was made to 
Miss Graddon, for a reason which we could not divine; but it was 
soon drowned in applause. She made a pleasing Linda, and was well 
supported by Miss Povey.

Mapame Vesrris made her second appearance as Artaxeraes, with 
the same support and cast of characters as before. 4 Roland for 
an Oliver, and Charies the Second, concluded to a crowded house. 


Tue treatment which the Play of The French Libertine has re- 
ceived from the daily press, is an instance of the caprice and injus- 
tice which a dramatic writer must expect occasionally to encounter.— 
That Mr. Colman objected to it, on the score of morality, was quite 
enough to excite apprehensiveness and prejudice in the minds of many 
persons; and to lead them to suspect that every line contained some 
lurking indelicacy. Many of the daily papers, when their vigilance 
by any circumstance is previously roused, make up for their general 
negligence in rebuking impurity of sentiment or expression, by finding 
cause of offence, and exaggerated censure, when often little or none 
exist. This is precisely the case in the present instance. The French 
Libertine (the foolish title has been much against it) contains fewer 
passages, to which objections can be raised, than most of the Plays 
which are regarded as stock-pieces, and allowed to pass without cen- 
sure. The plot is certainly liable to exception. To begin with the 
triumph of successful villainy, the deep sorrow of a woman led un- 
consciously astray, and, though waking from the dream, to repel the 
tempter, ruined by stratagem and _violence, aud to extend the scene 
of mental anguish to the end—may be injudicious, and painful to the 
feelings of an audience, but assnredly not immoral. As far as the 
representations of the stage can influence public morals, (we believe 
their influence for good or evil much overated) the effect msst be the 
very reverse of immoral. If the reckless profligacy of the Duke de 
Rougemont be objected to, it must be considered that if such persons 
are to de represented at all on the stage, they must hold a language 
and tone of sentiment suited to their characters; and it has gene- 
rally been considered, that the interests of virtue are sufficiently 
guarded, when they are made in the end to feel, in all their extent, the 
consequences of their own guilt. Perhaps, it would be better if they 
were never brought before us; at least, if it be tree that vice is ren- 
dered less disgusting, by being deprived of much of its grossness, and 
decked in the language of refined seutiment
